All eyes on former governor as defense gets into gear 

Rod Blagojevich has loaded the witness list in his corruption trial with star power, but no one’s performance will matter 
as much— or be as highly anticipated— as his own. Here are some elements in the ex-governor’s defense, tribune 


□ The ex-governor is 
expected to take the 
stand early this week, follow- 
ing testimony from his sister- 
in-law and his estranged 
brother, Robert, who also is 
charged with what prosecu- 
tors have described as a “po- 
litical crime spree.” 


Rod Blagojevich is not 
required to testify in 
his own defense, but legal 
experts contend that his 
team had little choice after 
his lawyers’ often repeated 
and very public promises for 
him to do so. 


Letting Blagojevich tes- 
tify comes with consid- 
erable risk. He is notorious 
for his rambling responses, 
a tendency for quoting the 
poet Rudyard Kipling and a 
habit of comparing himself 
to historic figures such as 
Mahatma Gandhi. 


The defense, which 
presents its side start- 
ing Monday, will attempt to 
show that Blagojevich had 
no intention of committing 
any crimes when he led dis- 
cussions about bolstering 
his campaign coffers in the 
weeks before his arrest. 


The judge told 
Blagojevich’s lawyers 
they may need to call him 
first because he essentially 
is a foundation witness in his 
own case, and follow-up wit- 
nesses would corroborate 
his testimony. He could tes- 
tify a second time as well. 






Since the trial’s open- 
ing statements, pre- 
dicting Blagojevich’s court- 
room performance has been 
a popular game among legal 
experts and journalists fol- 
lowing the case. 


Though Blagojevich 
has spent the 
19 months since his arrest 
proclaiming his innocence, 
he largely has avoided spe- 
cific questions about his 
actions and the contents of 
various wiretaps. 


Blagojevich’s natural 
reflex always has been 
to play to the crowd. He’ll 
say or do almost anything to 
curry favor, even if it means 
playing the fool on reality 
TV or praying with strangers 
outside the courthouse. 


The defense also has 
promised that Patti 
Blagojevich will testify on 
her husband’s behalf. 






Never charged 
with a crime, Patti 
Blagojevich won some 
public affection last year 
after appearing on “I’m a 
Celebrity, Get Me Out of 
Here!” in which she lived in a 
jungle with D-list celebrities.

bors, already were awake when they heard 
gunshots. Angelece Cook said she looked out 
the window but didn’t see anything. Then the 
couple heard Bailey’s daughter, Jada, scream- 
ing, “They shot my daddy! Somebody shot 
my daddy!” 

Bailey’s son, Michael, was home, and 
grabbed one of his father’s guns and ran out- 
side to defend his dad, police said. It was un- 
clear whether the son fired any shots at the 
attackers. A neighbor, Idella Jennings, said 


she saw him standing over his father yelling, 
“Daddy get up!” 

Bailey was lying on the ground in front of 
his car. In the grass nearby was a bottle of 
Wmdex. 

“He’s had the car three weeks. Every time 
he came home, he wiped it down,” said Angel- 
ece Cook, whose husband said he felt Bailey’s 
pulse. 

The shooting took place about 6 a.m. in 
the 7400 block of South Evans Avenue, poHce 


said. Bailey was pronounced dead at 6:41 a.m. 
at Northwestern Memorial Hospital. 

At the scene later, there were as many as 
17 police evidence markers, apparently show- 
ing the locations of shell casings and what 
appeared to be a handgun. Dozens of detec- 
tives scoured the scene until early Sunday 
evening. 

According to police bulletins, officers are 
seeking an older model tan Ford pickup truck 
that may have bullet holes on the driver’s side.

It last was seen heading south on Evans. 

The killing marks the third shooting death of a 
Chicago officer in the past two months. On July 
7, Officer Thor Soderberg was in uniform leaving 
a police facility in the Englewood neighborhood 
when he got into a struggle with a man who took 
his gun and shot him. On May 19, Officer Thomas 
Wortham IV, just back from a second tour in Iraq, 
was shot outside his parents’ home in Chatham. 

The Bailey and Wortham shootings have strik- 
ing similarities. 

Wortham’s killers also tried to rob him, at- 
tempting to steal his motorcycle. Wortham’s fa- 
ther, a retired Chicago police officer, came to his 
son’s aid. He retrieved his gun inside the home 


and shot at his son’s assailants. 

Aid. Ereddrenna Lyle (6th), who represents 
parts of Park Manor and the part of Chatham 
where Wortham was killed, said some residents 
have considered leaving the area. 

“How do you convince people to stay in a com- 
munity when you have armed police officers shot 
down?” Lyle said. “It’s devastating. ... It’s like a war 
out here. I never thought that in my life it would 
be this way” 

Lyle said the problems in the community are 
a result of the loss of the blue-collar jobs and the 
inadvertent effects of tearing down public-hous- 
ing high rises and sending their occupants into 
neighborhoods where they have fewer nearby re- 


sources. 

Bailey was assigned to the central district and 
had been stationed overnight at the mayor’s 
home. 

“This is a tragic, stunning reminder of the 
senseless violence that stalks too many of our 
neighborhoods,” Daley said in a statement. ‘An- 
other Chicago police officer gunned down, this 
time just weeks before leaving a long career of 
protecting Chicago. It’s absolutely outrageous. 
... I knew him. He was a good man. He did not 
deserve this.” 

Police Superintendentjody Weis was out of town 
Sunday tending to the affairs of a family member 
who recently died, a police spokesman said.

Afghan, Pakistani 
ieaders sign pact 


□ ISLAMABAD, Paki- 
stan Pakistan and 
Afghanistan signed a 
landmark trade agree- 
ment Sunday night, 
with Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton wit- 
nessing the deal as part 
of American efforts to 
bring the two coun- 
tries closer together. 

Washington is hailing the deal as the most 
significant bilateral treaty yet between the 
estranged neighbors, both of which are U.S. 
allies in the battle against al-Qaida and the 
Taliban. The agreement was 46 years in the 
making but pushed by the Obama adminis- 
tration over the last 15 months, senior U.S. 
officials said. 

“Bringing Islamabad and Kabul together 
has been a goal of this administration from 
the beginning,” said Richard Holbrooke, 


the U.S. special representative for the re- 
gion. “This is a vivid demonstration of the 
two countries coming closer together.” 

Clinton arrived in Pakistan early Sun- 
day as Washington struggles to change its 
relationship with “one of the most critical 
countries in the world,” according to a top 
U.S. official. The secretary is on her way to 
Afghanistan, but the visit to Pakistan is just 
as important, Holbrooke said. 

The top leaders of the al-Qaida terror- 
ist network, the perpetrators of the Sept. 
II, 2001, attacks on New York and Wash- 
ington, are believed to be hiding along the 
rugged Afghanis tan-Pakis tan frontier, while 
U.S. and allied troops are battling Taliban 
militants in Afghanistan and nuclear-armed 
Pakistan is battling its own Taliban insur- 
gency. 

Holbrooke said to make progress, “we 
need to change the core of the relationship” 
between the US., Pakistan and Afghanistan.

Woods stumbles through another major tournament as a nonfactor

Tiger Woods was delighted with his perfor- 
mance from tee to green and in despair over 
his putting after the British Open final round 
Sunday; 

“I drove it great all week, hit my irons pretty 
good and did not putt well except for the first 
day” the world’s top-ranked player told reporters 
after a closing 72 gave him a 3 -under tally of 285. 

“I feel satisfaction in the sense I drove it on 
a string all week and hit my irons pretty good 
(but) you just can’t play and expect to win golf 
tournaments if you have nine or 10 three-putts 
for a week. 

“No one can win doing that. Driving-wise 
it’s better than it’s been in years. Iron play not 
quite as sharp as I need to have it, and my put- 


ting is way off 

“I’ve got to clean that up before I tee it up 
again.” 

At the start of the week Woods took the radi- 
cal step of ditching the putter he had used for 
II years in favor of a new Nike model. 

The 34-year-old put the old wand back in his 
bag Sunday but was unable to exorcise the put- 
ting demons that had haunted him for the pre- 
vious two rounds at St. Andrews. 

“The greens were a little bit faster today than 
they were the first day,” Woods said. “I just 
didn’t feel comfortable with my speed so I went 
back to my old putter. 

“That’s just the way it goes. I’m not going to 
win all of them; I’ve lost a lot more than I’ve 
won.”
